The purpose of the 
election is to authorize this tax, but it would not be 
levied unless the industry defaulted on its contract.

Here are. the facts: 
Delight Egg Farms, Inc., a corporate partner- 


ship of Corn Belt Hatcheries of Hope and .Olson 
Brothers of Los Angeles, is contracting with the 
county to borrow $225,000 to help construct an egg 
processing plant here, and to repay the loan at the 
rare of $15,000 a year for 15 years. The election 
ballot will show a bond total of $245,000, but the 


- additional $20,000 is merely a reserve to service the 


bonds one year in case of a temporary default. The 
,i $20,000 reserve, being invested at a rate higher 
••* than the cost of the bond issue, would represent a 


profit, not an expense. 


This is the first time the public taxing power 


has been called upon to help local industry. A few 
years back local citizens — this writer among them 
— set up a private construction project, which 
enabled W. Shanhouse Sons, Inc. to establish their 
jacket factory here. It was successful, and Shan- 
house later bought the building and now has a sub- 
stantial investment in our city and county.

The proposal to be voted on March 20 is essen- 


tially one to expand the egg processing business in 
our area, which is already heavily committed'to 
poultry enterprises. It is vital to all of us, because 
we have to find some expansion factor to replace 
the dwindling cotton and row-crop farming, and stop 
the steady decline in population for our county 'and

Spring Near 
But Not in 
Some Areas

Spring was just 
around the 


corner but it looked and felt like 
mid-winter today in much of the 
rtorlhcrW sections' from th'e Rocfo- 
ies into.'parts of New England. 


A storm centered in the north- 


ern upper Great Lakes spread 
snow from eastern sections of the 
central and northern Plains into 
the Ohio Valley and lower Great 
Lakes, Another storm over Long 
Island, N.Y., carried the snow 
eastward through New England. 
Rain mixed with snow fell along 
the- southern edge of the snow 
belt. 


A blanket of two feet of snow 


was on the ground in some Mid- 
west areas after being hit by an- 
other in a series of heavy si 
falls this winter. There was much 
blowing and drifting of snow in 
Nebraska, Iowa and Minnesota. 
Scores of roads were blocked and 
hundreds of schools were forced 
to close.

Could Be a 
Real Problem

PANAMA (AP)— Within a few 


weeks the United States will face 
:he sticky task of renegotiating 
the treaty governing 'the Panama 
~!anal. 
• 


Panamanian negotiators, led by 


President Roberto F. Chiari, are 
expected to press for more rev- 
enue and Panamanian sovereignty 
over the canal which cuts through 
Panama. 


The original treaty signed in 


1903 
gave the; United States per- 


petual rights to the canal, a 50- 
mile stretch from Colon to Pan- 
ama City, and a five-mile zone 
on cither side. 


Panamanian 
officials 
believe 


that the perpetual rights clause 
is unique in treaties and unfair. 


"The canal is' an economic and 


natural resource for us," 
said 


Fabian Velarde, press secretary 
to Chiari. "It is the only thing 
with which we have to bargain." 


Panamanians want the'ir flag! to 


fly over the zone, or at least to 
be flown jointly with the U.S. 
flag.

Panamanian flag. 


The United States pays Panama 


a flat yearly sum. 


The original annuity' of $250,000

In the treaty negotiations, Pan- 


ama will1 ask for a percentage of 
the gross revenues. The exact fig 
ure has not been 
announced.

The present canal1 cannot) ac- 


commodate' the Irrge's't ships. The 
alternate to a sea-level canal is 
to increase thel capacity of thei 
present canal,, an expensive and 
complicated process.

PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP)—Nearly 


two out of every • three persons 
who 
get 
. cancer 
could 
be 


saved today—-if'everything science 
knows were used to save them, 
scientists report. 


As it is, only one in three is 


saved, says Dr. John R. Heller, 
who heads the 
Sloan-Kettering 


Cancer Center in New York City. 


He told the American Cancer 


Society's science writers seminar: 
"Please do not think it is con- 
tradictory to insist that two of 
every 
three 
cancer 
patients 


should be cured today, but to ad- 
mit that they won't be, because 
of many human factors." 


One factor is medical manpow- 


er needed to examine well people, 
so cancer could be detected in its 
beginning stage. 


Another factor is the monu- 


mental job of getting public co- 
operation for 
1 such1 a program,, he1 


said. 


j(V third obstacle, he added, is 


:he problem of getting the patient 
:oi:the best treatment—or getting 
the treatment to the patient. 


It is1 most important t'o detect 


every case of cancer at the ear- 
iest. possible moment—and then 
to treat it with the best of skill 
and promptness. 


By checking cure rates—that is, 


he number of people who survive 
at least five years after treatment 
without a recurrence of cancer— 
3r. Heller estimates what poten- 
tial cure rates would be. 


Here are some he cited: 
Stomach cancer: one New York 


clinic, handling both early and ad- 
vanced cases, has a cure rate of 
27 per cent.; With earlier detec- 
:ion, some 35 per cent of the pa- 
tients could be cured, and this 
may be a conservative estimate. 


Lung cancer: National Cancer 


Institute figures show one lung 
cancer patient out of four survives 
five years. Dr. Heller says it 
could be 35 per cent or one in 
three. 


Breast cancer: the survival rate 


is 
increasing 
every year and 


some clinics report survivor rates 
up to 85 per cent. Dr. Heller esti- 
mates the potential for the nation 
is to 'save four out of every five 
women stricken, on the basis of 
present knowledge.
